And  at  the  business  meeting  on  March  16,  1991 
held  at  10:00  A.M.  at  the  Ti  1  ton/Nor  thf  ield 
Fire  District  Station  in  Northfield  the 
following  articles  were  acted  upon: 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $80,000  as  the 
Town's  portion  of  the  State  Department  of 
Transportation's  Aid  Program  for  the 
anticipated  costs  of  reconstruction  of 
Summer  Street  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $40,000  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Highway  Fund  established  in  1988 
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for  this  purpose,  the  balance  of  funds  to 
be  raised  through  taxation.  Motion  was 
made  by  Lyle  Knowlton  to  amend  the 
$80,000  to  read  $100,000.  Mr.  Knowlton 
explained  that  this  did  not  change  the 
bottom  line  but  simply  moved  $20,000  from 
payments  to  the  capital  reserve  fund  line 
item  into  Highway  Reconstruction  line 
item.   Amendment  passed,  Article  passed. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the 
anticipated  costs  of  engineering  fees  for 
the  closure  of  the  holding  area  located 
behind  the  Highway  Department  Garage  and 
to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $10,000 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Dump  Closure 
Fund  established  in  1989  for  this 
purpose.    Passed. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal  and  state 
grants  which  may  become  available  during 
the  course  of  the  year  and  also  to  accept 
and  expend  money  from  any  other 
governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be 
used  for  purposes  for  which  the  Town  may 
legally  appropriate  money.  Joyce  Johnson 
explained  that  the  town  would  be  applying 
for  a  Governor's  recycling  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $3500  for  a  glass  crusher, 
installation  of  a  security  alarm  system 
and  to  put  an  addition  on  the  building  at 
the  recycling  center.  Another  grant 
being  applied  for  is  a  feasibility  study 
through  the  C.D.B.G.  program  for  economic 
development.  The  maximum  amount  for  this 
grant  is  $12,000.  There  was  some 
discussion  on  whether  there  would  be  any 
money  available  from  the  state.  It  was 
explained  that  grants  are  different  from 
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the  state  budget.   Article  passed. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1.643. 695  which 
represents  the  bottom  line  of  the  posted 
budget  (MS-7)  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto.  There  were  several 
questions  from  the  floor  asking  about 
specific  items  in  the  budget  and  about 
raises  for  the  town  employees,  comments 
about  the  economy,  the  need  to  be 
prudent.  Article  passed  86-2. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct 
the  Selectmen  to  convey  to  the  Tilton- 
Northfield  Recreational  Council,  by  deed 
conveying  the  entire  fee,  without 
restriction  or  reservation  other  than 
that  the  land  be  used  for  Tilton- 
Northfield  Recreational  Council 
authorized  purposes,  the  following  tract 
or  parcel  of  land  described  as  follows: 
Lot  2  of  a  plan  titled  "lease  Subdivision 
Plan  for  Tilton  -Northfield  Recreation 
Council"  dated  June  6,  1990  to  be 
recorded.  The  conveyance  herein 
described  would  be  in  place  of,  rather 
than  in  addition  to,  the  conveyance 
authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  on 
17  March,  1990.  The  lease  shall  be 
effected  on  or  before  1  June  1991.  (By 
petition).  Motion  was  made  by  Lyle 
Knowlton  and  seconded  by  Scott  McGuffin 
changing  any  reference  to  deed  to  lease 
and  to  change  the  date  from  June  1,  1991 
to  December  31,  1991.  This  article  was 
to  correct  last  year's  article  and  making 
sure  the  date  on  the  lease  is  correct.

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Tax  Collector  to  discount  by  2%  any 
amount  in  taxes  due  when  said  taxes  are 
paid  within  30  days  of  the  date  of 
billing.

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes.  There  were  a  few 
questions  about  the  town's  ability  and 
need  to  borrow  money.   Article  passed. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of 
any  real  estate  that  may  be  acquired 
through  the  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 
Ar  t  ic le  pas  sed . 

12.  To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.  Requests  for 
people  to  work  on  committees,  comments 
about  budget  committee  and  selectmen's 
good  work,  information  on  recycling 
progress,  discussion  on  cable  TV, 
recognition  of  Laurie  Boynton,  retiring 
School  Board  member,  Industrial  study 
committee  progress.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

One  of  the  most  serious  challenges  we 
have  faced  this  past  year  is  the  increase  in 
delinquent  property  tax  payments.  We  are 
aware  that  many  of  our  residents  have  been 
laid  off,  the  number  of  bank  foreclosures  has 
risen  and  people  are  struggling  financially. 
Reducing  the  town  appropriation  by  8%  in  1991 
has  helped  but  revenues  continue  to  decline. 

A  number  of  residents  have  been  utilizing 
the  payment  coupons  to  budget  their  tax 
payments.  To  help  alleviate  our  cash  flow 
problem  and  still  meet  each  monthly  school 
payment  of  $166,000,  we  have  retained  the 
services  of  a  financial  consultant  to  assist 
us  with  obtaining  banking  services  during 
these  uncertain  economic  times.  Also,  we 
implemented  a  policy  earlier  in  the  year  that 
any  purchases  over  $100  (excluding  regular 
operating  expenses)  must  obtain  the 
Selectmen's  prior  approval.  Our 
Administrative  Assistant  works  closely  with 
the  Treasurer  to  ascertain  that  sufficient 
funds  are  available  to  meet  our  monthly 
obligations,  that  our  funds  are  managed 
efficiently  and  placed  in  secure  banks. 

Briefly,  some  of  the  highlights  of  1991: 
*  Community  TV  has  completed  their  cable 
extensions  as  outlined  in  the  franchise 
agreement.  The  Selectmen  has  no  control  over 
the  rates  which  have  increased  twice  during 
the  year.  Congress  is  currently  reviewing 
legislation  regarding  regulating  cable  tv 
rates. 

Three  of  our  bridges  (Shaker,  Twin  Bridge 
and  Knowles  Pond)  did  not  pass  state 
inspection  this  year.  Shaker  Bridge  has  been 
reduced  to  one  lane  until  design  and 
replacement  cost  estimates  are  prepared.    In 
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the  meantime,  we  have  budgeted  payments  to  the 
Bridge  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  help  offset  the 
cost  of  repairs  in  1993. 

The  dump  closure  is  still  moving  along, 
slow  but  sure.  The  results  of  the 
hydrogeolog ica  1  study  were  positive,  the 
groundwater  permit  application  has  been 
submitted  to  the  State  Department  of 
Environmental  Services,  an  engineering  firm 
has  been  hired  to  design  the  closure,  and 
construction  is  expected  to  commence  in  Spring 
1992. 

The  Selectmen  negotiated  a  lease 
agreement  with  T-N  Recreation  Council  for  land 
at  the  Pines  for  the  new  Community  Center. 
The  Town  received  a  $350,000  CDBG  grant  for 
this  purpose . 

The  1992  Recommended  Budget  reflects  a 
12$  increase  in  appropriations  over  1991.  The 
primary  reason  is  due  to  increased  Welfare 
Costs,  funding  for  needed  capital  projects  and 
payments  to  capital  reserve  funds  that  were 
eliminated  last  year. 

In  order  to  reduce  personnel  costs,  the 
Selectmen  did  not  include  any  cost  of  living 
increase  for  employees.  All  part-time 
positions  have  been  eliminated  and  their 
duties  have  been  absorbed  within  their 
respective  departments.  We  wish  to  extend  our 
sincere  appreciation  to  Susan  Clark  (account 
clerk),  Kenneth  Houlihan  (Transfer  Area 
Attendant)  and  Laura  Messer  (Animal  Control 
Officer)  for  their  hard  work  and  dedicated 
service  to  the  Town  of  Northfield.  For  the 
second  year  in  a  row,  we  have  changed  health 
insurance  plans  to  keep  the  increase  as  low  as 
possible  (3%  vs.  17.5%).  The  Town  provides 
BC/BS  Comp  100  coverage  which  requires  the 
employee  to  pay  a  deductible  and  2Q%  of  the 
coinsurance  costs  up  front. 
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As  mentioned  above,  Welfare  Costs 
comprise  the  largest  increase  in  the  Budget. 
The  Selectmen  adhere  to  strict  welfare 
guidelines  which  determine  eligibility  and 
standard  of  need.  Unless  the  economy  picks 
up,  we  will  continue  to  see  these  numbers 
rise. 

If  you  recall,  last  year  the  Town  chose 
not  to  fund  Capital  Projects  and  Payments  to 
Capital  Reserve  Funds.  We  strongly  recommend 
that  the  Town  adhere  to  the  Capital 
Improvements  Plan  because  continued  delay  of 
needed  expenditures  will  only  become  more 
costly  in  the  future,  especially  if  we  don't 
complete  Phase  II  of  the  Vine  Street  Drainage 
Project  or  put  away  funds  for  bridge  repair. 

On  a  more  positive  note,  we  are  looking 
forward  to  improving  the  access  and  developing 
the  Arch  area  into  a  community  park  with  the 
help  of  private  donations  and  a  $10,000 
Federal  Grant.  This  project  will  have  no 
effect  on  the  tax  rate. 

Once  again  we  would  like  to  thank  the 
Department  Heads,  Elected  Officials,  Town 
Employees  and  all  of  the  members  of  Boards  and 
Committees.  If  residents  would  like  an 
opportunity  to  become  more  involved  in  Town 
Government,  there  are  a  number  of  vacancies  on 
the  various  Committees  and  we  encourage  your 
par  t  i  c  ipa  t  ion.

It  shall  be  fully  enclosed 
around  the  perimeter  of  the  structure 
down  to  the  foundation."

The  Arch  Park  Committee  was  active  in 
1991.  We  applied  for  and  received  a  $10,000 
matching  grant  from  the  Federal  Land  &  Water 
Conservation  Fund  Program.  These  funds  will 
be  used  to  upgrade  the  road  from  Summer 
Street,  construct  a  parking  area,  reconstruct 
the  sidewalk  from  Elm  Street  to  the  Arch,  make 
a  playground/picnic  area  and  electrify  the  gas 
lamps.  Our  hopes  are  to  make  the  Arch  area  a 
place  for  people  to  enjoy  outdoor  activities. 

It  is  the  committee's  plans  to  raise  the 
matching  funds  by  donations  and  fund  raisers 
rather  than  tax  dollars.  We  have  already  held 
a  Chicken  BBQ  which  raised  over  $300  and  have 
received  donations  of  over  $1,400.  We  are 
also  selling  note  cards  of  the  Arch  at  the 
Town  Hall.  In  late  Spring  the  committee 
planted  flowering  crabtrees,  lilacs  and  maple 
trees  which  were  donated  by  the  N.H.  Electric 
Coop.  Future  plans  for  fund  raisers  include 
a  repeat  Chicken  BBQ  which  was  enjoyed  by  all, 
a  food  booth  at  Old  Home  Day,  continuing  the 
sale  of  note  cards  and  requests  for  donations. 

We  plan  to  start  ground  work  by  early

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CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Planning 
Board,  developed  a  Capital  Improvements 
Program  to  be  used  as  an  advisory  document  for 
the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee  to  plan 
town  improvements  with  a  view  towards  the 
overall  fiscal  impact  on  the  tax  rate.  The 
complete  document  which  includes  the  (TIP) 
Transportation  Improvement  Program  is 
available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office. 

With  input  from  each  department,  we  have 
developed  a  schedule  for  the  construction, 
expansion  or  replacement  of  public  facilities 
and  equipment.  A  capital  improvement  is 
defined  as  those  items  costing  at  least 
$10,000  and  having  a  useful  life  expectancy  of 
at  least  one  year.  Each  capital  improvement 
request  has  been  subjected  to  thorough 
scrutiny,  and  we  strongly  recommend  that 
needed  improvements  not  be  deferred  whenever 
possible.  Continued  postponement  will  only 
result  in  higher  expenditures  in  the  future. 
We  also  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  and 
Budget  Committee  continue  to  make  annual 
contributions  to  the  various  capital  reserve 
funds . 

We  look  forward  to  updating  the  CIP  each 
year  and  hope  that  the  Selectmen  and  Budget 
Committee  will  continue  to  use  it  as  part  of 
the  annual  budgeting  process.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Several  members  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  attended  a  training  session  on  the 
use  and  application  of  the  N.H.  Method  for 
Wetlands  evaluation.  The  workshop  was 
conducted  by  the  N.H.  Audubon  Society  and  N.H. 
Wetlands  Board  staff.  Your  Commission  will 
use  this  training  as  it  surveys  the  Town  of 
Northfield's  wetlands  resources  and  develops 
a  Wetlands  Protection  Ordinance  for  submission 
at  the  1993  Town  Meeting. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  reviewed 
and  commented  on  several  local  applications 
for  N.H.  Wetlands  Board  permits,  including  the 
NH  Department  of  Transportation's  project  on 
Interstate  93. 

The  Commission  is  currently  reviewing 
recently  enacted  state  legislation  concerning 
aquifer  and  groundwater  protection.  We  may 
suggest  additional  amendments  to  the 
Northfield  Zoning  Ordinance  to  provide 
protection  for  these  water  resources. 
Commission  members  are  also  working  with  the 
Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  on  the 
Natural  Resources  Chapter  of  the  Master  Plan.

After  many  hours  of  work,  and  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission,  the  Planning  Board  has  completed 
Phases  I  and  II  of  the  Master  Plan  Update. 
A  Public  Hearing  was  held  in  December  to  adopt 
the  following  Chapters:  Population,  Housing, 
Transportation,  Goals  &  Objectives,  Community 
Facilities,  Land  Use  -  Existing  and  Future, 
Community  Survey  and  Maps.  Copies  of  the 
Master  Plan  are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Phase  III,  which  was  budgeted  in  1991,  won't 
be  completed  until  June  of  1992.  This  Phase 
includes  the  Water  Resources  and  Economic  Base 
Chapter.  The  Board  has  budgeted  $5,000  in 
1992  to  complete  the  remaining  chapters  of  the 
Ma  s  t  er  Plan. 

The  decreased  level  of  subdivision 
activity  due  to  the  recession  has  given  the 
Planning  Board  a  "breather"  so  that  we  can 
continue  to  work  on  our  Master  Plan  Update. 
We  have  also  had  the  opportunity  to 
extensively  review  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
Subdivision  Regulations  and  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations.  Three  hearings  were  held  to 
obtain  public  input.  As  a  result,  we  are 
proposing  various  amendments  which  are 
included  in  this  report.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Northfield  Police  Department  handled 
4,680  incidents  during  1991.  Graphs  of  the 
1991  monthly  total  of  activity  and  yearly 
comparisons  follow  this  report. 

The  year  1991  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the 
Department.  It  is  one  of  the  first  years  in 
which  there  has  not  been  a  major  change  in 
personnel  at  the  Department.  Lt  .  Corso  and 
Officer  Lang  -  4  years;  Sally  Robert  -  4  years 
with  the  Town,  2  years  with  the  Police 
Department;  Officer  Mclntire  --  3  years;  Sgt. 
Sprowl  and  Officer  Trottier  -  2  years  and  of 
the  Part-time  Officers,  Officer  Hildreth  -  5 
years,  Officer  Begin  -  2  years  and  Officer 
We  lis  -  1  year. 

The  Explorer  Program  under  Officer  Lang 
is  still  active  and  several  of  its  members 
have  received  awards  for  the  participation  and 
they  are  a  welcome  relief  on  Old  Home  Day. 

The  Police  Department  seized  over  $52,000 
worth  of  illegal  drugs  and  will  continue  the 
ongoing  battle  against  drugs  in  our  community. 

As  training  continues  to  be  an  important 
factor  of  police  work,  members  of  the  police 
department  attended  the  following  schools: 
Basic  Prosecutor,  Building  Search  &  Securing, 
Chief  &  Training  Officer,  Correspondence 
Course-Supervision,  Crime  Scene-First 
Responder,  DEA  School,  Defensive  Driving,  FBI 
Shoot-out,  Firearms  Instructor's 
Recertification,  Firearm's  Instructor's 
Refresher,  Gaze  Ny s t a gmus /DWI ,  Handling 
Officer  Involved  Shootings,  Hazardous 
Material-Basic,  Highway  Drug  Interdiction, 
Incident  Command  System,  Internal  Affairs, 
Motor  Vehicle  Accident  Forms  &  Motor  Carrier 
Updates,  Police  Traffic  Radar  Instructor, 
Semi-Auto  P i s t o 1 /Revo  1 ver  Instructor  Course, 
Same  Direction  Radar  Instructor,  Supervision 
Correspondence   Course,    Technical   Accident 
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Investigation,    Uniform    Crime    Reporting 
Training,  Urban  Rifle,  Vehicle  Stop  Tactics. 

Also,  for  the  fourth  year  in  a  row,  I  was 
asked  to  go  to  Washington,  D.C.  to  be  a  judge 
in  the  finals  for  the  National  Competition  on 
the  Constitution  and  Bill  of  Rights  funded  by 
the  Bicentennial  Commission  of  the  United 
States  Constitution. 

Crime-Line  still  continues  and  has  been 
helpful  to  the  area  police  departments  as  well 
as  Northfield.  The  "N-T-S  Crime  Line"  can  be 
reached  at  286-2200.  You  will  see  lime  green 
signs  going  up  in  Northfield  this  spring. 
Remember,  with  this  number  you  can  remain 
anonymous  if  you  wish,  so  please,  if  you  SEE 
A  CRIME,  REPORT  IT. 

In  January  of  1992,  the  Police  Department 
will  be  taking  over  the  responsibilities  and 
duties  of  the  Animal  Control  Officer.  Now 
when  you  call  in,  an  officer  will  be  sent  to 
your  call  as  time  permits.  Under  the  State 
Statute  for  some  animal  offenses  the  officer 
has  72  hours  to  respond.  However,  in  a 
serious  matter  involving  an  animal  an  officer 
will  be  dispatched  immediately. 

Also,  for  your  convenience,  Eliza  Conde , 
Town  Clerk,  has  appointed  Sally  Robert  as  a 
Deputy  Town  Clerk  for  animal  licenses.  You 
can  now  get  dog  licenses  at  two  locations 
Town  Hall  or  Police  Department.  Sally  is 
available  for  this  Monday  thru  Friday,  8  a.m. 
to  4  p.m.  excluding  Holidays. 

In  closing,  I  would  once  again  like  to 
thank  you  for  your  support  that  we  have 
enjoyed  over  the  years  as  you  continue  to  be 
the  eyes  and  ears  for  your  Police  Department.

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ROAD  AGENT 

The  1991  year  started  with  an  above 
average  amount  of  freezing  rain.  There  were 
eleven  storms  from  December  29  through  March 
24  and  most  all  of  them  started  out  as  snow 
turning  to  rain,  which  is  more  costly  than 
just  snow . 

Spring  is  a  very  busy  time  for  the 
Highway  Department  with  mud  season,  frozen 
culverts  and  the  general  cleanup  of  the 
roadsides,  including  cleanup  of  the  Arch, 
Pines  Area  and  the  Town  cemeteries.  It  is 
also  the  time  that  the  streets  are  swept  to 
remove  the  winter  sand.  Grading  of  more  than 
20  miles  of  dirt  roads  begins  and  continues 
into  the  fall. 

The  Summer  season  consisted  of  numerous 
culvert  replacements.  The  grader  was  used  for 
the  layout  and  patching  of  asphalt  on  Bay  Hill 
Ext.,  part  of  Twin  Bridge  Road  and  a  short 
section  of  Oak  Hill  Road.  Asphalt  shimming 
and  seal  coating  was  done  to  Shaker  Road, 
Fiske  Road  and  part  of  Oak  Hill  Road.  At 
about  the  same  time,  other  members  of  the 
Highway  crew  were  working,  regrading, 
smoothing  and  applying  dust  control  to  many  of 
the  dirt  roads  in  Town. 

Fall  work  consisted  of  a  drainage  project 
on  Zion  Hill,  which  will  be  partially  funded 
through  a  Federal  Grant.  The  project  was 
engineered  by  the  State  of  N.H.  with  the 
Highway  Dept.  doing  the  actual  work.  The 
State  of  N.H.  started  the  reconstruction  of 
Summer  St.  (from  Route  132  to  Hill  St.)  and 
will  complete  this  project  in  1992. 

The  reconstruction  of  Roads  and  Streets 
are  done  to  make  them  safer  and  more 
convenient  for  the  taxpayers  of  Northfield.

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SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

In  1991  we  saw  tremendous  progress  at  our 
Recycling  Center.  Construction  continued  on 
our  building  with  storage  space  added  to  each 
side.  The  Town  received  a  grant  from  "  N.H. 
the  Beautiful"  to  purchase  a  glass  crusher. 
So  far  we  have  accumulated  approximately  25 
tons  of  glass  to  be  crushed. 

The  amount  of  refuse  going  to  the  Concord 
COOP  incinerator  was  reduced  by  approximately 
160  tons  -  which  represents  a  cost  avoidance 
savings  of  $7,334.  We  also  received  $1,370  as 
a  direct  refund  from  the  COOP  for  each  ton  of 
recyclables  we  collected.  In  addition,  we 
have  marketed  over  33  tons  of  plastic, 
aluminum,  newspaper  and  cardboard  which 
provided  revenues  of  $784. 

Several  groups  of  Middle  School  Students 
visited  the  Center  and  participated  in 
recycling  during  Community  Awareness  Week. 
Kindergarten  classes  have  also  visited. 
Hopefully  the  children  will  convince  the 
adults  to  keep  recycling. 

A  reminder  that  in  addition  to  plastics, 
aluminum  cans,  tin  cans,  glass,  newspaper, 
cardboard  and  brown  paper  bags,  we  now  accept 
computer  paper.  We've  also  added  a  magazine 
and  book  swap  located  inside  the  building. 
Please  come  and  browse  through  our  "re- 
readables",  find  a  new  magazine  or  book  to 
read  and/or  drop  off  your  contributions. 

The  Recycling  Center,  located  on  Sargent 
Street  and  is  open  Wed.  12-4  p.m.  and  Sat.  8 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Please  help  save  our  tax 
dollars  and  our  earth  by  recycling.  Every 
little  bit  helps.

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SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CHECKLIST 

This  year  the  Supervisors  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  following  the  provisions  of  RSA 
654:39.  This  RSA  requires  that  each  community 
verify  the  names  on  the  checklist  every  ten 
years  and  that  those  who  have  not  registered 
or  re-registered  under  paragraphs  I  and  IV  of 
RSA  654:38  shall  be  removed  from  the 
check  list. 

When  the  Supervisors  began  the  process  in 
April  we  had  1,981  registered  voters  and  when 
the  process  was  completed  in  August,  that 
number  was  reduced  to  1,434  voters.  As  of  our 
last  legal  session  on  Dec.  8,  1991  we  had 
1,451  voters  in  our  community. 

The  aim  of  the  Supervisors  of  Northfield 
has  been  to  streamline  the  process  of 
registration  for  the  convenience  of  the  people 
of  Northfield.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
authorization  has  been  given  to  the  Town  Clerk 
and  the  Deputy  Town  Clerk  to  register  voters 
during  their  office  hours  so  that  prospective 
voters  are  not  limited  to  our  monthly 
mee  tings.

Most  everyone  is  aware  of  the  economic 
situation  our  country  is  in,  New  Hampshire 
being  the  hardest  hit.  The  town  of  Northfield 
is  no  exception.  The  number  of  individuals  in 
need  has  resulted  in  a  dramatic  increase  in 
the  General  Assistance  budget.

Two  additional  factors  have  contributed 
to  this  increase:  1)  Community  Action  Program 
who  provides  fuel  assistance  for  those  who 
qualify  was  not  able  to  begin  taking 
applications  until  the  end  of  this  year  due  to 
state  and  federal  cutbacks;  2)  people  waiting 
to  receive  state  assistance,  i.e.  Welfare, 
Food  Stamps  and  Unemployment  Compensation 
faced  delays  due  to  the  State's  backlogs.  As 
a  result,  the  strain  was  felt  on  the  town  as 
we  had  to  provide  for  them  in  the  interim. 

Clients  medically  capable  of  working  are 
assigned  "workfare"  and  arerequired  to  work 
for  the  town  two  days  per  week  to  pay  back 
some  of  their  assistance.  Prior  to  September, 
the  average  monthly  workfare  hours  was  135.  In 
October  this  tripled  to  over  400  workfare 
hours  per  month.  In  December  we  assisted  52 
households  compared  to  20  in  December,  1990. 

The  Town  also  requires  that  any  person 
receiving  town  assistance  must  sign  up  for 
unemployment  weekly,  whether  or  not  they  can 
collect  benefits  and  must  conduct  a  minimum  of 
10  job  searches  per  week.    Though  some  jobs 
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were  found  by  this  requirement,  it  was  a  very 
discouraging  task  for  most. 

Until  the  economy  picks  up  and  people  can 
return  to  work,  we  will  continue  to  find  ways 
to  hold  down  costs.  For  example,  we  purchased 
and  distributed  surplus  food  from  Desert  Storm 
for  clients  who  are  waiting  to  receive  food 
stamps.  Warm  clothing  and  boots  have  also 
been  dona  t  ed . 

Financial  crisis  situations  do  not  only 
bring  problems  in  dollar  &  cents.  There  were 
evictions  and  homeless  people  and  families  to 
find  shelters  for,  there  were  also  those  in 
depression,  those  with  alcohol  problems,  and 
victims  of  domestic  violence  and  child  abuse. 
These  problems  have  existed  before  but  the 
increase  of  stress  related  to  loss  of  income 
has  had  its  toll  on  families.  Referrals  are 
made  to  free  counseling  services,  domestic 
violence  shelters,  parent  support  groups, 
Alcoholics  Anonymous  and  Ala-non;  Child  abuse 
is  reported  to  the  State  Division  of  Children 
and  Youth  Services.  Hopefully,  by  providing 
information  and  referrals  it  may  in  time  have 
a  positive  effect  towards  reducing  the  Town 
we  1 f ar e  budge  t .

Summary 

November  30,  1991  completed  our  second 
full  year  of  operations.  During  the  year  we 
installed  at  the  Franklin  Ashfill  a  180,000 
gallon  additional  leachate  storage  tank  to 
assist  us  in  the  handling  of  leachate  now  and 
in  the  future.  Earthwork  construction  was 
completed  this  Fall  in  anticipation  of  Phase 
II  construction  of  the  double  liner  and 
leachate    collection    system    which,    when 
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completed,  will  coincide  with  the  completed 
filling  of  Phase  I  late  this  summer.  Once 
again  our  landfill  operator,  J.D.  McLoed,  has 
done  an  outstanding  job  in  operating  and 
maintaining  the  site.  The  required  monitoring 
of  the  ash,  leachate,  groundwater  and  storm 
water  has  consistently  produced  satisfying 
results.  Leachate  disposal  arrangements  at 
the  Wi nni pe s aukee  River  Basin  Plant  have  been 
working  very  well  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have 
this  vital  link  in  our  area. 

While  our  delivered  tonnage  of  102,200 
was  3%  less  than  the  1990  figures  (solid  waste 
disposal  continues  to  follow  the  ups  and  downs 
of  the  economy)  we  were  still  able  to  hold  our 
increase  to  a  dollar  a  ton,  making  the  1992 
budget  a  $38.45  per  ton  tipping  fee  which 
covers  all  of  our  operating  costs,  debt 
service,  and  the  Expansion  and  Closure/Long 
Term  Maintenance  Funds.  Your  Cooperative's 
Representatives  have  done  an  outstanding  job 
this  past  year  in  overseeing  the  Project. 
They  deserve  many  thanks  for  their  extra 
efforts  during  the  year.

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NORTHFIELD  SEWER  DISTRICT 

The  Northfield  Sewer  Commission  is 
pleased  to  report  the  successful  completion  of 
the  Summer  Street  project.  The  Commission 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  Edward  Bedard 
and  Northfield  Village  Associates  to  acquire 
the  private  sewer  system  which  serves 
Northfield  Village  and  Towne  and  Country 
Estates.  This  allowed  the  Commission  to 
extend  sewer  service  to  Summer  and  Hill 
Streets  during  the  State  Highway's 
reconstruction  project.  The  original  estimate 
was  $12  6,000,  however  the  successful  bid  was 
in  the  $93,000  range,  therefore,  we  were  able 
to  include  Hill  Street  in  the  Project.  The 
total  approximate  cost  was  $118,000  to  provide 
sewer  service  to  seventeen  new  users,  which 
includes  the  two  new  homes  on  Hill  Street. 
In  addition  to  the  expansion  of  the  System, 
the  usual  repairs  and  maintenance  efforts  were 
expended  and  various  lines  were  flushed, 
repaired  and  upgraded.  There  are  tentative 
plans  in  the  coming  year  to  replace  and  extend 
the  sewer  line  on  Granite  Street  to  relocate 
and  upgrade  the  line  serving  a  portion  of 
Hillside  Trailer  Park,  and  to  extend  the  line 
to  the  railroad  tracks  on  Granite  Street  in 
order  to  correct  a  long-standing  problem  with 
two  septic  systems. 

The  commission  was  saddened  by  the 
untimely  death  of  Michael  Charron,  one  of  the 
original  Commissioners.  The  Commission 
extends  its  condolences  to  his  family.  A 
replacement  Commissioner  will  be  elected  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  If  any  current  or  future 
user  of  the  System  has  any  questions,  please 
contact  one  of  the  Commissioners  at  the 
telephone  numbers  listed  below.

The  T-N  Recreation  Council  wants  to  thank 
you  for  your  support  of  its  programs  and  to 
the  many  volunteers  who  help  teach  and  coach 
the  youth  of  our  community.  The  increase  in 
the  numbers  of  participants  has  again  shown 
that  especially  in  these  hard  economic  times 
there  is  a  real  need  for  low  cost  recreation.

The  TNRC  is  a  non-profit  organization 
that  provides  recreational  services  for  the 
towns  of  Northfield  and  Tilton.  We  are 
governed  by  a  council  of  twenty  volunteers 
which  is  comprised  of  ten  citizens  from  each 
town.

Funding  received  from  each  town  is  used 
for  the  basic  operating  budget  and  helps  to 
defray  the  cost  of  our  summer  and  sports 
programs.  We  have  never  turned  anyone  away 
from  our  programs  because  they  cannot  afford 
the  registration  fee  and  any  matter  such  as 
this  is  kept  strictly  confidential. 

The  year  1991  has  seen  the  dream  of  our 
own  facility  become  a  reality  as  we  obtained 
a  $350,000  CDBG  grant  through  the  Town  of 
Northfield.  We  continue  to  hold  fund  raisers 
which  have  been  very  well  supported  by  the 
local  citizens.  Volunteers  have  turned  out  to 
help  clear  the  land  and  prepare  the  Pines  for 
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the  building.  We  have  spent  more  than  two 
years  designing  this  to  optimize  usable  area 
and  hold  operating  expenses  to  a  minimum. 
Construction  should  be  complete  by  the  Fall

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UPPER  MERRIMACK  RIVER  LOCAL 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Upper  Merrimack  River  Local  Advisory 
Committee  convened  its  first  meeting  in 
November,  1991.  The  Committee  consists  of  20 
individuals  nominated  by  officials  of  the 
seven  communities  bordering  the  30  miles  of 
river  between  the  Hooksett  Reservoir  and  the 
confluence  of  the  Pemigewasset  and 
Wi nn i pe s aukee  in  Franklin.  Over  the  next  two 
years,  the  committee  will  work  jointly  with 
the  National  Park  Service  and  N.H.  Dept.  of 
Environmental  Services  to: 

1.  Evaluate  local  resident  and 
landowner  attitudes  and  opinions 
regarding  present  and  future 
management  of  the  river  and  its 
related  resources. 

2.  Evaluate  current  management  of 
r i ver -r e 1  a t ed  resources  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  future 
management  at  the  local  and  state 
1  eve  1 s . 

3.  Assist  in  the  implementation  of 
management  recommendations.  For  any 
recommended  changes  in  local 
ordinances,  adoption  will  be  subject 
to  town  meeting  vote. 

4.  Evaluate  community  attitudes 
regarding  possible  designation  of 
the  Upper  Merrimack  as  a  component 
of  the  National  Wild  and  Scenic 
Rivers  System. 

In  August  of  1993,  the  National  Park 
Service  must  make  a  recommendation  to  Congress 
concerning  whether  or  not  the  Upper  Merrimack 
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ought  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  rivers 
receiving  federal  protection  through  inclusion 
in  the  National  Wild  and  Scenic  River  System. 
A  Wild  and  Scenic  designation  would  afford 
protection  to  the  river  from  any  federally 
assisted,  licensed,  or  funded  actions  related 
to  the  river  that  would  degrade  the  river's 
natural  or  cultural  values.

The  Whitman-Davidson  Post  #49  was 
organized  in  March,  1919  and  is  named  in 
memory  of  Frank  C.  Whitman,  who  was  the  first 
citizen  from  Northfield  killed  in  the  line  of 
duty  in  1917,  World  War  I.  The  name  of 
Davidson  was  added  in  memory  of  Everett 
"Irish"  Davidson,  the  first  citizen  from 
Northfield  killed  in  the  line  of  duty  in  1942, 
World  War  II.  This  organization  is  comprised 
of  men  and  women  who  have  served  in  all 
conflicts  since  World  War  I  up  to  the  Persian 
Gulf  War.  The  Legion  programs  are  supported 
from  fund  raising,  suppers,  breakfasts,  dances 
and  beano  game  s . 

The  Auxiliary  Unit  is  made  up  of  ladies 
and  juniors  who  can  join  if  a  relative  is  a 
member  of  the  Legion.  Auxiliary  Unit  #4  9  was 
organized  in  November,  1920  when  only  20 
members  were  present.  Nellie  Small  is  the 
only  original  member  left,  having  belonged  for 
7  2  continuous  years. 

The  Auxiliary  is  proud  to  sponsor 
students  who  are  interested  in  learning  about 
city  and  state  Government  to  attend  the  Boys 
and  Girls  State  program  each  year. 

Programs  that  these  organizations  promote 
are  the  Poppy  Program  on  Memorial  weekend, 
"Safe  Halloween",  "Drugs,  Alcohol  and  Teenage 
Suicide",  Scholarships  for  High  School 
Seniors,  High  School  Oratorical  contest,  and 
last  but  not  least  helping  the  Veteran  in  time 
of  need.  Current  officers  are:  Commander 
Charles  Harris,  Aux  .  President  Ida  Harris  and 
Sons  of  the  American  Legion  Commander  Raymond 
Harris. 
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YOUTH  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 

This  program  benefits  the  three  towns  it 
serves,  Northfield,  Tilton  and  Sanbornton. 
Money  is  saved  that  would  otherwise  be  needed 
to  pay  costs  of  police  officers  on  juvenile 
affairs.  Thousands  of  dollars  are  saved  when 
young  people  are  successfully  diverted  from 
the  Juvenile  Court  System  and  out-of-home 
placement  is  avoided.  The  results  of 
shoplifting,  vandalism,  burglary  and  other 
juvenile  crimes  are  greatly  lessened  because 
of  the  existence  of  the  program.  In  1991, 
restitution  of  $816  was  collected  and  returned 
to  victims.  246  hours  of  community  service 
work  was  done  by  youthful  offenders. 

The  staff  of  two  regularly  upgrades  their 
skills  with  frequent  reviews  of  procedure  and 
with  college  level  training.  This  year,  a 
course  in  adventure-based  counseling  was 
successfully  completed  and  a  week  long 
concentrated  program  was  attended  on  substance 
abuse  counseling  with  emphasis  on  adolescent 
problems . 

Volunteers  enhance  the  program  wherever 
such  help  can  be  used.  A  volunteer  for  office 
help  serves  us  regularly.  We  enjoy  help  from 
an  intern  from  Plymouth  State  College  for 
several  months  of  each  year  and  our  list  of 
volunteers  for  Juvenile  Review  Boards  and  our 
Board  of  Directors  continues  to  be  strong.  We 
have  a  program  matching  volunteers  with  at- 
risk  youths  and  we  use  older  youths  to  help 
younger  children-  tutoring  and  playing  games. 
We  work  with  our  schools  and  police 
departments  for  kids-at-risk  and  families  in 
trouble  because  of  acting  out  youth.  We  have 
had  a  parent  support  group  for  several  years. 
We  are  prepared  to  assist  at  any  time  with  a 
crisis  situation. 
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Our  substance  abuse  training  call  the 
Challenge  Program  was  used  by  15  youths  who 
were  picked  up  by  the  police  or  school 
officials  for  possession  or  theft  of  illegal 
substances.  Some  youths  chose  to  take  part  in 
the  training  because  of  other  needs.  The 
Challenge  Program  is  supported  by  the 
Governor's  Drug  Free  Schools  Program.  We  have 
enough  funding  from  the  State  for  three 
training  sessions  in  1992  and  hope  to  continue 
in  1993.  We  have  been  awarded  some  incentive 
fund  money  from  the  Counties  of  Belknap  and 
Merrimack  for  1992.  We  have  been  told  that  it 
is  likely  that  this  money  will  not  be 
available  for  1993.
